(vloned Avery : My attention bas just been 
called to « letter published ia Tux Coneriru- 
gion Of this date, and signed by Messrs 
Alexander, Weems, Yurman and Wallace— 
gentlemen whom I recognize as personal and 
»litieal friends, and whose inquirics are 
Losisimate, praieworthy, and doubtless 
prompted by fidelity to the principles of that 
time honored party of which Iam an humble 
member. 

That letter waa written at my suggestion 
and through my earnest solicitation, for the 
reason that I was informed, soon after the 
editorial in question appeared, that Madam 
Rumor had saddied upon me the cause of 
your partisan warfare, ani the unjust casti- 
gations of your cautic pen.

seasion of papers showing the payment. I 
was then informed that there had been other 
witnesses examined before the Committve 
who had given evidence which was gaid to 
be detrimental to the title, and I demanded 
of the Chairman of the Committee the names 
of the witnesses, and asked to be permitted 
to cross-examine them, fatroduce rebuttin 
wstimony, and impeach such witnesses as 
might be able toimpeach. Butl was inform. 
ed that a majority of the Committee did not 
allow this privilege, and I was not permitted 
Ww know either the names of the witnesses 
against my title or to cross-examine them, 
rebut their testimony or impeach their char- 
acter. I make this statement to show how 
much, or rather how little, weight the ez parte 
evidence taken under these circumstances 
and reported by the Committec, should have 
upon the mind of the Legislature or the pub- 
lic. 

What is the business of an investigating 
committee? It seems to me itis to hear bow 
sides, investigate truth, and report facts es- 
tablished by evidence, after a fair hearing, to 
the General Assembly. If the position of 
this Committee be correct it was proper for 
them to sit, during the greater part of the 
vacation between the two sessions of the 
General Assembly, at $74 day, out of the 
publ’c treasury, to get up evidence upon anc 
side of a case, refusing to allow the other 
side the usual privilege of cross-examina:ion, 
rebuttal and impeachment of witnesses, with- 
out which no just judge or lawyer wouid 
ever pronounce judgment ina case. And 
when the report is inade it would then be the 
duty of the whole General Assembly, sitting 
st a like heavy expense to the people, to hear 
ibe evidence on the other side and pronounce 
upon it. Or, perchance according to this 
theory, it would become their duty to appoint 
spother committee to sit during the next six 
months, and hear the evidence on the other 
side, at a like expense to the people, and re- 
port that to the next General Assembly. The 
very statement of such & proposition satisries 
every reasonsble mind of its utter absurdity. 
[, therefore protest that the evidence taken 
before the committee, where the privilege of 
cross-exa.nination and impeachment was de- 
n'ed, is entitled to little or no weight with 
any one. Indeed, it would seem.when such 
pi vilege is denied, that’ those sitting as judges, 
and refusing to permit ite exercise, were ei- 
rher afraid to know the whole truth, which 
aw tht not suit their purpose, or that they did 
aot understand the duties of the position as- 
signed them. It is proper that 1 remark that 
| have been informed a minority of the Com- 
mittee disapproved of this course, but were 
overruled.

senger shed and Alabaima street, on the other 
side, running from Loyd street up to White 
hall 


Of this property, the square of five acres, 
bounded by Alabama, Decatur, Loyd and 
Pryor streets, was originally conveyed by 
Samuel Mitchell to the State of Georgia “for 
placing thereon the necessary buildings which 
may hereafter be required for public purposes 
at the terminus of the State Road.” In the 
same deed Mitche!) conveyed, for the use and 
purposes of eaid road, a space in breadth wide 
enough to ansyer fora right of way for the 
road, to be designated by the engineer for 
said purpose through his lot, with the privi. 
lege of taking and using timber, stone and 
gravel, being on said space, necessary for the 
construction of said road. In other words, 
he conveyed Ww the State a right of way 
through his lot, upon which to locate the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad, with five 
acres at its terminus, for a location of the 
buildings required for public purposes at its 
terminus. dome time thereafter Mitchel! 
also conveyed to the Macon and Western 
Railroad the land bounded as it now is, by 
Alabama, Whitehall and Pryor streets on 
three sides, and the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad, or its right of way, on the fourth, 
(except the corner that had been sold off, and 
which is now occupied as James’ bank build 
ing and contiguous buildings,) which he con- 
veyed to said road for railroad purposes ex. 
clusively. The State located, in connection 
with the railroad companies, the general pas 
senger shed, upon the portion of the land 
granted to her, and also located the road upon 
ihe right of way through Mitchell’s lot to 
said car shed, and also located such buildings 
as were, at the time, thought necessary upon 
other portions of the five acres. 
Subsequently, it was ascertained that the 
location where the park now is, was not well 
suited for purposes of the road, and thatit 
bad no special use for the portion of ground 
lying between;the car shed and Alabama 
street, and .a contract was made be. 
tween the State, represented by the proper 
officer of the Western and Atlantic Ratiroad, 
and the Macon and Western Railroad, by 
which the State eo to the Macon and 
Western the land conveyed to her 
by Mitchell, lying south of the car shed down 
to Alabama sireet, for a piece of land belong- 
ing to the Macon and Western Railroad, 
where the present freight depot, platforms.

poses. Wovld it be contended that the State 
would have a good title to the property? 
surely not. Then suppose after ite loca- 
tion upon Mitchell’s land, it had been kept 
there for five years and for some good reason 
the road’s location bad been changed and 
thrown entirely off the lot, why would it 
not, in law, equity and justice, have reverted 
wo Mitchell, on the ground of its entire 
shbandonment for the purposes of the grant? 
if so, and the State vsed-ail she needed of is 
for railroad purposes and swapped a por- 
tion that she did not need, for the proper lo- 
cation of her necessary buildings elsewhere, 
and abandoned another portion that she did 
not weed for the purposes of the grant and 
turned it over to the city for a park, why, 
apon the same principlé would it pot revert 
to the donor or his heirs? I might give very 
oumerous cases from the books sustaining 
this doctrine which is founded not only in 
sound law, but in the broad principles of 
natural equity, but Ll will not enlarge upon 
this point. 

Thus the matter stood, pending the litiga- 
tion, when I went upon the Supreme Bench, 
and I turned over the case, and subsequently 
the obligation for the fees, so far as 1 was 
eoncerned,4o Judge Lochrane, who was then 
practicing law, and under it, he represented 
me. And while I was upon the bench, the 
heirs of Mitchell becoming impatient with the 
lelay of along. tedious litigation and being 
usoken up by the war,and as I am informed, 
very poor, after having conferred together, 
concluded to apply to the Legislature to order 
the re-conveyance of the park property, the 
portion which the State did not need for rail- 
road purposes, to them, as an act of justice; 
snd a memorial was brought before the G 2n 
eral Assembly asking a re-conveyance. This 
was met by the determined opposition of 
Gov. Dullock and Col. Huibert, the then super- 
intenderat of the road, who went so far as to 
break the park fence and run a short track 
outinto the park and locate afew cars to 
stand there to re-possess the property for rail- 
road purposes, though all could see at once 
that this was simply intended to make the 
appearauce of railroad use, when it was not in 
fsct weeded for any such purpose. The case 
was brought before the General Assembly, 
ind referred to a special committee of five 
from the Senate and nine from the Louse 
composed of a majority of Democrats from 
each house, with a Democratic cLairman 
from each, 

The Superintendent of the road who ac- 
tively opposed the reconveyance t the heir: 
appeared before the committee, as the journals 
will show, and submitted evidence agamst 
the proposed -reconveyance. Having con- 
sidered the question, the committee, through 
their Democratic chairman in each house, 
submitted a unanimous report in the follow- 
ing language: 

~The committee to whom was recommit- 
ted the claim of the heirs of Samuel Mitchell, 
after having had the same under considera- 
tion, with the facts for and against the claim, 
unanimously recommend the passage of the 
bi.l now before the Senate, reconveying the 
property claimed.” , 

The bill came up on its passage in the Sen- 
ate and was defeated by two majority. Next 
morning a motion was made to reconsider it 
and lust by. one majority. On the final vote 
it stood for and against the heirs as follows: 
Democrats, for, 10; Republicans, for, 8; 
Democrats, against, 7; Republicans, against, 
12. So that a committee composed of a ma- 
jority of Democrats, with a Democrat as 
chairman from each house, unanimously 
recommendeded the reconveyance of the park 

roperty to the Mitchel! heirs without.a dol- 
ar of compensation, and they were sustained 
in the Senate by a majority of Democrats 
voting for it, while a majority of Republicans 
voted against it. 

After this action the heirs of Mitchell, 
through their counsel, proposed a compro- 
mise to the City Council for the portion of 
land held and claimed by them under the 
conveyance from the Macon and Westarn 

road, for which suit had been brought. 
Vhé matter was very thorougbly canvassed, 
and the compromise was finally agreed upon, 
by which the heirs conveyed to the city the 
portion of land lying between Pryor street 
and Whitehall, which was included in the 
vrant fram Mitchell to the Macon and West- 
ern Road, and one hundred feet along the 
side of Pryor street, fronting on Alabama 
street, of the property originally conveyed 
by Mitchadll to the State, and by the State 
conveyed to the Macon and Western Road 
and by that road to the city. And the city 
agreed to convey to the Mitchell heirs the 
balance of the property which had been 
originally conveyed to the State, and by her 
conveyed, as aforesaid, from the line of said 
one hundred feet down to Loyd street, being 
the property between the present passenger

Hence, if «a guardian sue a 
tien for dividends belonging to his ward, the 
Company cannot, by an eqgitable piea, avail 
themselves as a defense of the fact that they 
paid the dividends to one not authorized t» 
received them,and that the money wagjapplied 
t» the support of the ward by the person 
r:ceiving it; that person not being a party 
to the suit.

WARN ER, C. J., concurring. 

The 1794th section of the Code declares 
that the natyral guardian cannot demand or 
receive the property of the child, until a 
guardian's bond is filed and accepted by the 
Court of Ordinary of the county, and this 
applies as well to the income of the property 
as to the corpus thereof. It is the dec 
public pul cy of the State for the protection 
of the rights of minor children, and is as im- 
perative and binding in Courts of equity, as 
in Courts of law. Equity follows the law in 
such cares, aod cannot override and control 
it; thatisto sxy, a Court of equity is as 
mucu bouud by the poorenens of a positive 
statute, as a Court of law.
